N the gray dawn of a morning 
early in August 1,000,000 gray- 
clad soldiers from the vast mili- 

tary caraps of Germany turned their 
backs to the rising sun and, march- 
ing westward, stepped on to the stage 
of the world’s most appalling tragedy 
as the curtain of mist rose before 
the growing day. The vanguard of 
this mighty host pressed forward 
across the plains, first a screen of 
cavalry, a glint of light striking here 
and there the scabbard of a saber 
er the point of a lance, then the, 
artillery followed by the massed 
ranks of the infantry. 

Behind this curtain of steel, 
stretching in endless columns into 
the obscure distance, vague as phan- 
tom legions in the dust-laden air, 
came the ammunition wagons witb 
their deadly freight, the supply 
trains ready to furnish the familiar 
food in a new and terrible environ- 
ment, and the ambulance corps whose 
red crosses carry in their shape the 
message of peace and in their color 
the message of war.

Machine That Cannot Stop. 
N the dread domain of war, the 
| German general staff represents 
the last word in military effi- 
ciency. In the course of a telegram 
sent Aug. 1 to the King of England 
by the German Emperor occurs a 
passage which throws a strong and 
dramatic light upon the irrevocable 
character of the German general 
ataff, once it had been set in mo- 
tion. “I am sorry,” telegraphs the 
Kaiser, “that on technical grounds 
my mobilization cannot be counter- 


manded, because your telegram came 
too late.” 


What is this machine, which, once 
the starting gear has been put in 
motion, cannot be checked even by 
the powerful hand that threw in the 
‘clutch? Of the soldiers in the ranks 
I need not speak. They are much 
the same as other soldiers, as strong, 
as brave, as much subject to the vie- 
lent influence of combat, they are 
perhaps better trained than other 
soldiers in those exercises which are 
proper to the profession of arms. 


It is upon the officers, and especial- 
ly upon the higher officers, that the 
utiention and curiosity of the world 
are now centered, for it is in the 
hands of these men that Germany 
placed the training of its troops, the 
preparations for battle, even the de- 
termination in the last resort of the 
vital question of War or Peace.

‘“ Al) these bad feelings were rendered still more 
acute by the results of the recent Balkan War. 
Servia, having no coast line of her own, and 
striving to secure a port on the Adriatic, as a 
result of her victories, met with conflict of in- 
terest in Austria, leading to the rise of the inde- 
pendent State of Albania on the coveted coast. 
Relations between Servia and Austria were now 
worse than ever. 

“The last straw was the assassination of the 
Austrian Crown Prince and his consort, when the 
Austrian Government sent a note to the Servian 
authorities demanding acquiescence in conditions 
threatening the sovereignty of Servia; and the 
reply of the latter being unsatisfactory, war was 
declared, setting all Europe into a‘ blaze, with the 
results we know, and the end is not yet. Britain 
exercised all the weight of her great influence 
tc avert a conflict, but when Germany violated

East at all costs; and, as Germany has be- 


ccncluded for just such an emergency. We owe 
it to ourselves and to our ally to take the course 
we are adopting. Japan has no desire to resort 
to arms unnecessarily.

The true source of prosperity is the product of 
the field and mine.

The world has and will no doubt continue 
to make use of every pound of cotton produced. 
When this country gave the world a much smaller 
cotton crop—about half the present amount—it 
gold in the open markets at about one-half the 
price per pound that the larger crops have sold 
for. Does not this prove that the ificreased de- 
mand for cotton hag been going forward faster 
than the increased production? The world’s 
largest natural cotton producer is the Southern 
States of this country. The climate makes every 
country and no country can be different than the 
climate, and its product must be accordingly. 
Wheat and corn thrive and do well in our great 
Northern grain fields, but cotton would not. True, 
corn and wheat can be raised in a cotton country— 
but is not cotton also a necessity to the Northern 
grain grower, who cannot himself raise it?

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FIRST IN FOX-HUNTING. 

We have it, on nearly reliable authority, that 
they’re holding, or have held, or are just about 
to hold, a big fox hunt over at Excelsior Springs. 
It is a matter of supreme moment and prime fe- 
licitation not only to dog owners but to all true 
Missourians that our proud imperial Common- 
wealth is the foremost fox-huntimg Common- 
wealth in America and the visible universe, 
First in houn’ dawgs and hunters, first likewise 
in sporting foxes and running wolves, Missouri 
annually compels tribute to her pre-eminence from 
the fox hunters of Arkansas, Oklahoma, Texas, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and all other virile com- 
munities addicted to the chase. 

It would surprise the average layman to learn 
how frequent are these grand “meets” in Mis- 
souri. They escape publicity, perhaps because 
stealth is a component of fox-hunting character, 
and perhaps because it is not policy to attract 
overybody else into the game. Nothing is more 
exclusive than fox hunting, not éven polo— 
yet nobody is more democratic than the true 
fox hunter. 

Missouri rejoices in the distinction of the 
greatest—we persist in using the superlative ad- 
visedly—t.ie greatest fox-hunting paper in the 
civilized world, the esteemed “Red Ranger’ of 
Rushville, for copies of which we are indebted to 
another distinguished fox-hunting authority, Mr. 
Ed Watson of Columbia, the well-known and 
popular journalist. No other sport has evolved a 
higher technology than fox hunting, or a more 
splendid literature, as far back as “Tom Jones.” 
Of this time-honored and graceful diversion, 
which came to this country with our forefathers 
of early Virginia, it is fitting that Missouri 
should be the chief residuary legatee, and we 
lack no feature or ornament which characterized 
its heyday, down to the proverbial fox-hunting 
parson. 

We do not bunt the fox here as the aristocracy 
does in France, de luxe; nor as he ts still hunt- 
ed by the idle rich tn Britain, Virginia or Long 
Island. Nor do we in Missourl ride him down 
to kill, as they do in Arkansas. The purpose and 
the means with us is more réfined and closer 
akin to culture, to music, Indeed, most esthetic 


jof the arta, The soulful purpose of the pursuit 
of Reynard in Missouri, upon no less an author- 


famous Culpeper pack, is to “set in the road some 
place and listen to the dawegs holler, and between 
times swap lies and mebbe taste a drap of red 
licker.” The latter we deprecate, while other- 
wise wishing good sport and extending sympathy 
to fox hunters. 

Who indeed could restrain an impulse to join 
the stirring chase, whose soul would not respond 
to the voices of Blanche. Tray and Sweetheart, 
and the whole pack in full cry upen a crisp, clear, 
moonlight night? Only the man whom the im- 
mortal bard derides, who hath no music in him- 
sélf, nor is not moved by concord of sweet sounds, 
is fit for treasons, strategems and spoils; the 
motions of his spirit are dull as night, and his 
affections dark as Erebus. 
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DON’T OVERDO IT. 

Following the adjournment of Congress, which 
is expected next week, the campaign will be 
actively waged by the Democrats. Congressmen 
and Cabinet members will take the stump. The 
burden of their song, ‘tis sald, will be the con- 
trast of the advantages of peace in America with 
the horrors of war in Europe. 

Our quiet advice to the zestful patriots is— 
Don’t overdo it. Everybody will concede the 
force of their argument before they make it. 
The whole population of the United States cheer- 
fully and gratefully admits that it has been very 
fortunate in its President, and there is no good to 
be served by Harping on it. There is no use 
cheapening the country’s satisfaction. There is 
no use biatting about our neutrality and the 
splendid moral example we are setting the world. 
Let us avoid being a blowhard nation at a time 
when the rest of the world will be peculiarly at- 
tentive to the utterances of our public men. It 
will be better to preserve Europe’s respect for our 
peaceful institutions than invite her sneers to 
cur bombast or bathos. 

President Wilson has had the good taste to de- 
cline to make speeches in the coming campaign. 
The whole administration might decline without 
risking defeat. The President’s modest example 
should have at least the effect of mioderating 
sheer boastfulness on the part of Democrats who 
are genuine friends of the administration. 
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MODEL RURAL HIGH SCHOOL. 

State Superintendent Evans is justified in em- 
phasizing the dedication, set for Oct. 16, of the 
model high school building lately completed at 
Stafford, Greene County. 

Four rural school districts, retaining their own 
primary and grade schools, have united in a con- 
solidated high school district to erect this struct- 
ure. It cost $8681 and the school authorities of 
large Missouri towns might profitably inquire how 
so much was obtained for the money. It is a two- 
story, four-room, brick structure, with accom- 
modations for domestic science and manual train- 
ing departments in the basement. It has its own 
gas lighting plant and is heated by steam. A 
deep well and a gasoline engine supply water 
under pressure for drinking purposes and for lab- 
oratories and sanitary apparatus. 

The importance Mr. Evans assigns to this first 
model institution is well founded. Its duplica- 
tion throughout the rural regions of Missouri 
would assist in solving many problems. The op- 
portunity to pursue the higher branches in their 
own vicinage will tend to keep the boys and girls 
on the farm. It must not be forgotten that an 
instftution maintaining high school standards will 
exert a helpful influence on all the common dis- 
trict schools of its neighborhood and assist in cor- 
recting their manifold deficiencies. 

Greater use of country schools as well as of city 
schools as civic centers is urged by Mr. Evans and 
he has called meetings in all Missouri school dis- 
tricts for Oct. 30 to form Home and School Im- 
provement clubs to better the social life of the 
country. 

The call should meet with a cordial response. 
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THE GAIN FOR SELF-GOVERNMENT. 
Guglielmo Ferrero believes that the war will 

give momentum to democracy. Says he: 

More or less all the people of Europe. Asia 
and Africa, who are today oppressed by the 
domination of this or that great European 
power, will profit by it, if not by re-acquiring 
all their liberty, at least by making the yoke 


more easy. 
All of the propositions of self-rule and de- 


mocracy which are emphasized in the world-ar- 
gument anent the war must sooner or later reach 
the ears of every man in the trenches. After the 
war they will be carried back home and pon- 
dered. P 

In the history of events which have expressed 
the democratic impulses and tendencies of peoples 
we see that a very little debate has usually led 
to resolution. Questions of liberty and equality 
are such that human nature cannot long pon- 
der them with indifference or inaction. Hence 
we may reasonably expect prompt political re- 
sults from a campaign of world-wide education 
and the infliction of the bitter lessons of war. 
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Is PITY IMPRACTICAL? 

Commenting: on the burden which care of the 
wounded will be in the present war, the Phila- 
delphia Record quotes, with what looks like ap- 
proval, the now well-known saying of Nietzsche: 

Pity is opposed to the tonic passions which 
enhance energy and the feelings of life. Its 
action is depressing. A man loses power when 
he pities. On the whole, pity thwarts the law 
of development, which is the law of selection. 

It preserves that which is ripe for death. It 

fights in favor of the useless and hinders 

progress of the useful. 

“That may not be Christian,’ says the Record, 
“but it is very practical, very seusible.”’ 

Applied to the care of the wounded, this “very 
practical, very sensible” denial of pity for the 
weak would result in the closing of the hospitals 
and stoppage of all Red Cross work. The combat- 
ants would have more power left to fight, and 
“that which is ripe for death” would be permitted 
to die. The death we of the nations would be 
doubled or tripled. 

And then, when the war was at an end, instead 
of thousands of strong young fellows having been 
saved to posterity, the next generation would con- 
sist almost wholly of women, young boys and old 
men. The number of widows, orphans and weak- 
lings would be, proportionately, largely increased. 

On the other band, many thousands of war vic- 
tims, healed of their wounds through pity, would 
be a nucleus of strength for the coming genera- 
tions.

O features of the present theatrical 

season will be encountered during 

October and November, when three dis- 
tinguished English actresses, Miss Phyl- 
lis Nellson-Terry, Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
bell and Miss Marie Tempest, will be 
starred in New York City under Ameri- 
can management, beginning what must 
inevitably develop into a special compe- 
tition of unusual interest to playgoers. 

The first-comer of this British triple 
alliance for the artistic storming of the 
American metropolis will be Mrs. Pat- 
rick Campbell, who opens an engage- 
ment at the Park Theater in New York 
tomorrow evening under the Liebler 
auspices in George Bernard Shaw's new 
comedy, “Pygmalion,” which enjoys the 
extraordinary distinction of having re- 
ceived a premiere production in Germany 
before it was presented on a London 
stage. English playgoers and the Lon- 
don critics were not a little incensed be- 
cause of this fact, but’'the imperturbable 
Mr. Shaw quite frankly explained that 
the customary attitude of the London 
public toward his plays was a bit too 
patronizing, with a tendency toward 
condemnation in advance, wherefore he 
wished to obtain a favorable German 
verdict before submitting his work to a 
more or less unfair tribunal at home. 
Following this typically outspoken 
preface, “Pygmalion,”’ indorsed by Ger- 
many, was produced in London and 
scored a big success. It now remains to 
be seen if New York is to echo the An- 
glo-German verdict. 

Phyllis Neilson-Terry, in Shakspearean 
repertoire—and perhaps one new play-— 
will appear in New York during the 
early days of November, also under the 
Liebler company’s management. Marie 
Tempest, now just beginning a tour cf 
the larger Canadian cities, will reach 
New York some time in Novetnber and 
there open her season as a Shubert star. 

The first offering in which Phyllis- 
Nielson-Terry will be seen by New 
York playgoers will be “Twelfth 
Night.” and it is claimed for ner that 
she is the greatest living Viola now on 
the English-speaking stage—a partic- 
ularly appealing claim when it is re- 
membered that this niece of Ellen Ter- 
ry is barely more than a mere girl, 
having just reached her twenty-second 
year. 

Nevertheless, George Tyler, managing 
director of the Liebler Company stands 
firm in his confident belief that Fred 
Terry's daughter will justify the claim 
thus made in her behalf and duplicate 
her London triumphs during her New 
York engagement. “I saw her first,’’ 
he says, “at a special matinee uf Shak- 
speare’s “Twelfth Night’ at His Majes- 
ty’s Theater four years ago. She so 
typified what I thought Viola should 
be that I went to her father, with the 
object of engaging her to appear in 
New York. Mr. Terry, however, re- 
fused, because at that time neither 
hé ner Mre. Terry could come to New 
York end they would not permit their 
daughter to go alone. Since that time 
t have never ceased my endéavors to 
engage her. It has taken me six weeks 
to complete the most unusual and un- 
doubtedly the most unprecedented con- 
tract for this engagement—a contract 
covering 8&8 pages of stipulations safe- 
guarding her starring interests. I am 
very happy ever it, because it gives 
me absolute control, both in the United 
States and in England, of this remark- 
able young actress’ career for a long 
period of years.”’ 

New York playgoers also will see 
-Miss Terry in “Romeo and Juliet,’’ 
and it is said that her Juliet is a be- 
witching creation in its youthfulness, 
beauty and melting ardor. The new 
play promised in her behalf is by Louis 
N. Parker, author of ‘“Disraeli,’’ 
“Drake” and other notably successful 
dramas. Its central figure is Queen 
Kilzabeth, pictured in young woman 
heed, and great interest attaches to its 
American premiere production, which 
will constitute its first presentation on 
any stage.

TINY CONVENTION 
-FORNATIONAL ON 


Mississippi River South American 
Trade Conference Is Called 
Off Here. 


NEW ORLEANS MEN ACTIVE 


Local Business Men Bombarded 
With Telegrams That Read 
Very Much Alike. 


The much Giscussed South American 
trade conference for the Mississippi 
Valley, which it was proposed by New 
Orleans and Chicago business men to 
held in St. Louis, Oct. 22, will not be 
held, because the Business Men's Teague 
ef ft. Louis has obtained instead for 
the Middle West the second annual 
National Foreign Trade convention, to 
be held here Jan. 71 and 22, 1916. 

This convention, coming 4s it does 

but a few weeks later than the proposed 
South American conference, was to have 
been helé and including in its repre- 
sentatives leading business men of the 
Tinited States from New York to San 
Francisco, will mean much more to the 
Misstesipp! Valley in the promotion of 
its trade with South America and other 
countries than the local conference 
could have meant, according to Presi- 
dent fam D. Capen of the Business 
Men's League Invitations have been 
extended to the promoters of the Mis- 
eissippi Valley conference to participate 
and co-operate in this greater move 
ment, he said. 
How St. Louts landed the National 
Foreign Trade convention is a story of 
keen rivalry of trade organizations, a 
rapid-fire exchange of telegrams and 
the quickness of the St. Louis Business 
Men's League to seize the advantage 
offered by the proposal! to held a Mis- 
gissippi Valley conventivun, as it was 
teld to a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
Capen. And out of it all St. Louls 
grabbed the big convention and aban- 
doned the little one. 


eeting Already Announced. 
uw S Trezevant, manager of the New 


Orleans Chamber of Commerce, and H. 
. Miller, manager of the Association 
of Commerce of Chicago, suggested the 
Mississippi Valley meeting, and after a 
conference in Chicago two weeks ag? 
they came to St. Louis to urge the 
Business Men’s League to sign the call 
for Oct. 22 The premature publication 
of the announcement of the meeting In 
St. Louis, according to officials of the 
Business Men's League, was due to the 
over-certainty of the promoters that 
St. Louis would join the movement. 

St. Louls business men had taken an 
active part in the first National YF or- 
eign Trade Convention at Washington 
last May and had hopes of securing the 
second meeting, and did not wish to do 
anything that would tmpair_§ their 
chances. They were, of course, vitally 
interested in the promotion of trade for 
this particular section, but they believed 
that ft could be best done through the 
national organization, Capen said. 

While Trezevant and Miller were urg- 
ing the Business Men's League to sign 
the call, President Capen wired James 
A. Farrell, chairman of the National 
Foreign Trade Council Executive Com- 
mittee created by the convention at 
Washington, telling him of the proposed 
Mississippi Valley conference tn which 
New Orleans and Chicago were interest- 
ed and suggesting that St. Louis might 
entertain the meeting if ft would in no 
way interfere with the success of the 
national body. 


Invited Into Big Conference. 
The New Orleans Chamber of Com- 


merce and the Association of Commerce 
of Chicago had not participated fn the 
Washington convention, although they 
had been invited to do so. The TMili- 
nois Manufacturers’ Association did take 
part in the National Foreign Trade Con- 
vention and its members opposed a Mis- 
sissippi Valley meeting in view of the 
national meeting to be held go soon aft- 
erward, although it was not known defi- 
nitely at that time that the latter meet- 
ing would be fn St. Louis. 

Chairman Farrell answered President 
Capen that he thought the Mississippi 
Valley meeting !nadvisable since they 
“were thinking of holding the national 
meeting In St. Louls.”’ 

In the meantime the St. Louls business 
men had received many telegrams from 
Southern customers urging the Missis- 
stppi Valley meeting, but the similarity 
of these messages led the Business 
Men's League to believe they were in- 
epired. Capen wired Farrell that if as- 
sured the national meeting would come 
to St. Louis they would pass up the 
smaller meeting, and Farrell’s answer 
Was: 

“We have decided to hold the Seconda 
National Foreign Trade Convention in 
St. Louls Jan. 21 and 22, 1915."

BOTANISTS COMING 


TO SHAW'S GARDEN 
FOR ANNIVERSARY 


Board of Trustees Was Organ- 
ized Twenty-Five Years 
Ago This Week. 


The most noted betanica) scientists in 
the United States, Canada and Mexico 
and a few of the eminent European 
botanists, will be in St. Louis next 
Thursday and Friday to celebrate the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the or- 
ganization of the Board of Trustees of 
the Missourt Botanical Gardens, which, 
under the terms of the will of the late 
Henry Shaw, made the then famous 
Shaw's Garden a public institution and 
one of the greatest botanical gardens in 
the world. 

Henry Shaw, an Englishman, 
established @ cutlery business in St. 
Louis in the early days and accumulat- 
ed a fortune, had one of the most beau- 
tiful country estates in the Middle 
West. In 1857 he began to plan a great 
botanical garden and a park. He was 
influenced in the purpose and plan of 
the garden by the late Dr. George En- 
glemann, a noted botanist residing in 
St. Louis at that time. In 1853 Shaw 
bullt a botanical museum in his gar- 
den, which now houses the mycological 
exhibit, for the purpose of carrying on 
botanical research work. In this mu- 
eeum is perhaps the first mural decora- 
tion ever painted in a building in St. 
Louis, predating the Wimer decorations 
in the Courthouse by a few years. On 
the ceiling of the laboratory are por- 
traits of Englemann, Gray and other 
botanists. The ceiling of the main gal- 
lery evidently portrays all the plants 
grown in the garden at that time. 

Plants From Many Countries. 

Shaw financed many botanical expe- 
ditions throughout the West and South- 
west and in this way contributed much 
toward the advancement of botanical! 
science. He spared no pains or ex- 
pense in securing choice plants from all 
parts of the world for his garden. He 
was particularly interested in securing 
a rare collection of Biblical plants. It 
was one of his fancies tg have the 
plants planly labeled with fhe name of 
the plant, the country of which it was 
a native and the verse or verses of 
Scripture which mention the plant. 

Although Shaw never expressed his in- 
tentions of giving the City of St. Louis 
his magnificent country home and pri- 
vate park (Tower Grove Park), this was 


who 


evidently his intention from the begin- 


ning. James Gurney, now superinten 
dent of Tower Grove park and gardencr 
emeritus of the Missouri Botanica! Gar 
den, was head gardener to Shaw during 
his lifetime, and worked under his per- 
sonal direction almost from the begin- 
ning of the planting of both. Gurney re- 
lates the following incident which veri- 
fies this belief. 

“One day we were planting trees in 
Tower Grove Park.’ said Gurney. ‘This 
ground was low and flat with only two 
trees in the entire tract. After we had 
planted more than a hundred trees, Mr. 
Shaw straightened up, and looking at 
the young sapplings, said: ‘Gurney, I 
think we are doing more good for man- 
kind than the ministers. Some day the 
citizens of St. Louis will need this 
park.’ *’ 

Was Out tn Country Then. 

Tower Grove Park at that time was 
“away out In the country and people 
laughed at Henry Shaw for planting a 
park when there were forests between 
his town house and country home. But 
Henry Shaw was a man of far vision 
and he saw to it that St. Louisans 
should always have a well-maintained 
park by providing for its upkeep in his 
will when he gave it to the city. 

“The Park on the prairie,” as it was 
then called, is now in a thickly popu- 
lated section of the city, and affords 
play grounds for little children and rec- 
reation for the weary grownups. It 4s 
one of the prettiest, best-kept and most 
popular parks In St. Louls. 

By the terms of Henry Shaw’s will his 
private garden becomes the property of

Writes in Magazine That City 
Control of Public Utilities 
Is Not a Success. 


CITES LOCAL EXAMPLES 


Federal Supervision Would Be 
Best of All Is Conclusion of 
Street Car Executive. 


Richard McCulloch, who became gen- 
eral manager of the United allways 
last Tuesday, has set forth his views 
on public utility regulation fn an article 
in the current ‘Electric 
article 


issue of the 
The 
written while McCulloch was vice-pres- 


Journal.’’ was 


ident and assistant general manager of 


the United Rallways, but it is consid- 
ered indicative of the United Railways 
manager's attitude. 

McCulloch thinks State regulation of 
public utilities is better than municipal 
regulation, and Federal regulation 
would be better still. 

In many states, McCulloch points out, 
the commissions have regulatory pow- 
ers not only over privately owned util- 
ities but also over those owned and op- 
erated by the municipalities. 

When state commissions have pointed 
out to municipalities the defects in con- 
struction or operation of their util- 
ities or their unfairness toward their 
customers, McCulloch says, their ad- 
vice has seldom been graciously re- 
ceived. He cites the St. Louis water 
case a8 an interesting example. 

Upon complaint of citizens of St. 
Louis County, the State commission 
recently investigated the conduct of the 
St. Louis County Water Co., a private- 
ly owned concern. After investigation, 
the commission ordered the company to 
perform certain duties, which were, 
among others, to furnish water meters 
free of charge, refund money to cus- 
tomers who had paid for their meters, 
pay interest upon deposits, ete. 

Received Differently. 

“The finding of the commission was 
received with great satisfaction by the 
newspapers and the public,’’ McCulloch 
writes. “‘When, however,- the -commis- 
sion notified the municipally owned 
Water Department of St. Louis that it 
must obey the same rules laid down 
for the county water company, there 
Was great uproar from the newspapers 
and politicians. 

“We might cite the 
‘What is sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander,’ but it is evident tha* 
this sauce is not to be applied without 
hysterical squawking on the part of the 
sander. Meanwhile, we  well-plucked 
(meaning the United Railways 
among other privately owned utilities) 
wlil extend our sympatiiies to the out- 
raged gander, welcome him to our well- 
regulated circle and assure him that he 
might as well get used to the sauce and 
pretend that he likes it.” 

(The State Commission last weex, 
upon protest by Water Commissione: 
Wall, agreed to rescind the water rul- 
ing, as applied to all utilities, thus sav- 
ing the city, Wall said, an immediate 
expenditure of $2,000,000 and $100,000 a 
vear interest thereafter.) 

McCulloch gives his opinion 
Public Service Commission of St. Louis, 
which, in its report, squeezed $63,000, - 
000 of ‘‘water’’ out of the United Rail- 
ways’ capitalization, and which went 
out of existence with the creation of 
the State Commission, now investigat- 
ing United Railways’ traffic facilities 
with a view to ordering changes, if 
needed, in the service. 

Commission Inexperlenced. 

The municipal commission: in St. 
Touls was composed of a lawyer, 
an insurance man and a city official, 
who became chief engineer of the com 
mission,.”” McCulloch writes “None of 
these gentiemen had had previous ex- 
nerience in the construction, operation, 
valuation, financing or investigation of 
public utilities. 

“They fearlessly proceeded, however, 
with an examination and valuation of 
all the utilities, and made recommenda- 
tions itn the most vital matters of 
operation and finance with the utmost 
sang froid. 

“They recommended that the lighting 
company (Union Electric, which, like 
the United Railways, is a North Amer- 
ican subsidiary) be allowed to earn 8 
per cent on the appraised Value of its 
investment, but limited the United Rail- 
ways, conducting a business of much 
greater hazard, to an earning rate of 
6 per cent. 

“As @ result of their valuation and 
investigation, they recommended the 
enactment of a municipal ordinance re- 
quiring the Railways company to fur- 
nish at all times of the day one car 
for each #0 passengers, which was re- 
ally a requirement for a seat for every 
passenger at all hours of the day. 

‘Fortunately the proposed legislation 
to put this recommendation into effect 
was not passed, and the efforts of the 
municipal commission were partially 
recognized by its replacement by a 
State commission before itt had an op- 
portunity to make any more recom. 
mendations. 

Seat for Fivery Passenger. 

“When its demand for a seat for every 
passenger was answered by the argu- 
ment that this had been accomplished 
in no other American city and had 
been required by no other commission 
it replied thag this made no difference, 
and that St. Louis should be the first to 
put this millennium into effect. 

“A municipal commission is too close 
to the seat of contention, too apt to be 
swayed by prejudice, local influence or 
newspaper attacks; too ready to re- 
spond to the passing whims of half- 
baked geformers and demagogues, io 
take that broad judicial view of matters 
presented to it which is necessary in 
order to render a fair decision on the 
important business matters brought be- 
fore it.” 

MeCulloch’s paper its a reply to a cer 
tain new. deinand says 
arisen in certain quarters to take the 
regulatory powers away from the states 
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insisted that the good faith of the Vice-

She 
not only presides over the most cele- 
brated kitchen in Japan, which is capa- 
ble of serving thousands of guests at 
one time, but she is known and respect- 
ed for her noble character and fine 
womanly qualities. 

The Count and Countess 
married now for 45 vears. She, before 
her marriage, was Ava-ko, the eldest 
daughter of a vassal of the Shogun. She 
was sought out by Count Okuma, who, 
unlike most of the young men of the 
turbulent restoration days, was deter- 
mined to find a woman of fine character 
and good home training.

“I set out from a North Sea port on one of the arms of the Kiel Canal 
and set my course in a southwesterly direction. The name of the port 
I cannot state officially, but it has been guessed at, nor am I permitted 
to say definitely just when | started but fit was not many days before 
the morning of Sept. 22 when I fell in with my quarry. 

“When I started from home the fact was kept quiet and a heavy 
haze that prevailed helped to keep the secret, but when action began the 
sun was bright and the water smooth—not the most favorable conditions 
for submarine work. I had. sighted several ships during my passage, 
but they were not what I was seeking. Cnglish torpedo boats came 


went. I traveled on the surface except when we sighted vessels and 
then I submerged, not even showing my periscope except when necessary 
to take my bearings. 

‘“*It was 10 minutes after 6 on the morning of Sept. 22 when I 
caught sight of one of the big cruisers of the enemy. I was then 18 sea 
miles northwesterly of the Hook of Holland. I had then traveled con- 
siderably more than 200 miles from my base. My boat was of an old 
type, but she had been built on honor and she was behaving beautifuily. 

“I had been going ahead partly submerged, with about five feet of 
my periscope showing. 

“Almost immediately I caught sight of the first cruiser and two 
others. I submerged completely and laid my course so as to bring me 
up in the center of the trio which held a sort of triangular formation. 
I could see their gray-black sides riding high over the water. At first 
sight they were near enough for torpedo work, but I wanted to make my 
aim sure, so I went down and in on them. 

“I had taken the position of the three ships before submerging and 

I succeeded in getting another flash through my periscope before I began 
hes. I reached what I regarded as a good shooting point. 

(Note by correspondent: The officer is not permitted to give this 
distance, but it is understood to have been considerably less than a mile, 
although the German torpedoes have an effective range of four miles.) 

“Then I loosened one of my torpedoes at the middle ship. I was then 
about 12 feet under water and got the shot off in good shape, my men 
handling the boat as if she had been.a skiff. 

“I climbed to the surface to get sight through my tube of effect, and 
I discovered that the shot had gone straight and true, striking the ship, 
which I later learned was the Aboukir, under one of her magazines which 
in exploding helped the torpedo's work of destruction. 

“There was a fountain of water, a burst of smoke, a flash of fire 
ard a part of the cruiser rose in the air. Then I heard the roar and 
felt the reverberations sent through the water by the detonation. She 
had been broken apart and sank in a few minutes. 

“The Aboukir had been stricken in a vital spot, 
that made the blow all the greater. 

“Her crew were brave and even with death staring them in the face 
they kept to their posts ready fo handle their useless guns, for I sub- 
merged at once. 

“But I had stayed on top long enough to see the other cruisers which 
Il have learned were the Cressy and Hogue, turn and steam full speed 
to their dying sister whose plight they could not understand unless it 
had been due to &n accident. The ships came on their mission of in- 
quiry and rescue for many of the Aboukir’s crew were now in the water. 
But soon the other two English ships learned what had brought de- 
struction so suddenly. 

‘*As I reached my torpedo depth I sent a second charge at the nearest 
of the oncoming vessels, which was the Hogue. The Englishmen were 
playing my game, for I had scarcely to move out of my position, which 
was @ great aid, since it helped to keep me from detection. 

“On board my little boat the spirit of the German navy was to be seen 


by an unseen force 


in its best form. With enthusiasm every man held himself in check and 
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pee attention to the work fn hand. The attack: on the Hogue went true, 
but this time I did not have the advantageous aid of lImving the torpedo 
detonate under the magazine, so for twenty minutes the Hogue lay wound- 
ed and helpless on the surface before she heaved, half turned over and 
sank. 

“By this time the third cruiser knew, of course, that the enemy was 
upon her and she sought as best she could to defend herself. She loosed 
ker torpedo defense batteries on the boat’s starboard and port and stood 
her ground as if more anxious to help the many sailors in the water 
than to save herself. 

“In line with the method of defending against submarine attack she 
steamed in a zig zag course, and this made it necessary to hold my tor: 
pedoes until I could lay a true course for them, which made it necessary 
for me to get nearer the Cressy. I had come to the surface for a view 
and saw how wildly the fire was being sent from the ship. Small wonder, 
when they did not know where to shoot, although one shot went unpleas- 
ently near.

“It is reported that at ene point, 
where the French were much annoyed 
by the fire of a German machine gun 
which was otherwise inaccessible, they 
drove a mine gallery ® meter (about 55 
yards) long, up to and under the em- 
placement, and blew up the gun. The 
men who drove the gallery belonged to a 
corps which was recruited in one of the 
coal-mining districts of France. 

‘The German machine guns, mounted 
on low sledges, are inconspicuous and 
evidently are easily moved. 

“The fighting now consists mostly of 
shelling by the artillery of both sides, 
and in front a line of fire from the ma- 
chine guns as an occasional target is 
offered. Our Maxims have been doing 
excellent work and have proved most ef- 
ficient weapons for the sort of fightin 
we are now engaged in. , 

Gans Kept at Pitch, 

“At times there are so many outbursts 
of their fire in different directions that 
it is possible for an expert to tell by 
compression which of the guns have 
their springs adjusted and are well 
tuned for the day. The amount of prac- 
tice that our officers are now getting 
in the use of this weapon is proving 
most valuable in teaching how to main- 
tain it at concert pitch as an instru- 
ment, and how to derive the best tactical 
results from its employment. 

“Against use the Germans are not now 
expending so much gun ammunition as 
they have been, but they continue to 
fire at insignificant targets. They have 
the habit of suddenly dropsing heavy 
shells without warning in localities or 
villages far behind our front line, pos- 
sibly on the chance of catching some of 
our troops in bivouac. or billets. They 
also fire a few rounds at night. 

Methods of Artillery. 

“The artillery has up to now played 
so great a part in the war that a few 
general remarks descriptive of the meth- 
ods of {ts employment by the enemy are 
justified. 

“Their field artillery armament con- 
sists of 16 peire of quick-firing guns for 
horse and field batteries of divisions, 
and there are in addition, with each 
corps, three to six batteries of 43-inch 
field howitzers and about two batteries 
of 6.9-inch howitzers. With an army 
there are some 82-inch heavy howit- 
ers. . 

“The accuracy of their fire is apt at 
first to cause some alarm, more ,espe- 
cially as the guns are usually well con- 
cealed, and the position and the direoc- 
tion from which the fire is proceeding 
are difficult of detection. But, accurate 
as is their shooting, the German gun- 
ners have, on the whole, had little luck, 
and during the past three weeks an 
astonishingly small proportion of the 
number of shells fired by them have 
been really effective. 

Aim by Telephone. 

“Quite the most striking feature of 
their handling of the artillery is the 
speed with which they concentrate the 
fire upon any selected point. They dis- 
pense to a great extent with the meth- 
od of ranging known by us as braceting, 
especially when acting on the defensive, 
and direct their fire by means of squared 
maps and the telephone. Thus, when the 
target ig found, its position on the map 
is telephoned to such batteries as it is 
desired to employ against that particular 
square.

Victor Jonnesco, a nephew of the 
Prime Minister of Rumania, and at pres- 
ent holding the post of secretary of the 
Rumanian Legation in Paris, issued a 
statement in the French capital the 
early part of October, in which he de- 
nounced Kinz Charles for his attitude 
in the matter of Rumanian neutrality. 
In*this statement M. Jonnesco said in 
part: 

“When Russia proposed to King 
Charles that he occupy Transylvania 
and Bukowina, he refused, declaring 
his troops were needed to guard the 
frontier. Today Bukowina, which is 
just as Rumanian as Transylvania, is 
occupied by Russian troops and has 
been declared a Russian province. 

“This policy of King Charles wil! 
give him tn history the role of a trai- 
tor to the interests of his country, al- 
though he is a hero in his staunch- 
ness to the Hohenzollern and Haps- 
burg traditions. 

Was Rumania’s First Kine. 

Charles I was Rumania’s first 
King. He was born a Hohenzollern, 
an older branch of the family than 
that of Emperor William of Ger- 
many, but none the less proud of 
its blood. He was the son of Prince 
Charles Anthony of MHohenzollern- 
Sigamringen, who voluntarily re- 
signed the Hohenzollern regentship 
in favor of the Prussian crown and 
subsequently became Prime Minister 
of Prussia. 

It was while Charles was serving, 
at the age of 27, as an officer, of high 
rank in the Prussian guard. that the 
Turkish provinces of Wallachia and 
Moldavia united to call themselves 


Rumania and, casting their eyes 
about Europe for a foreign Prince 


to govern them—since no. native 
Prince had been successful—took the 


advice of Napoleon III and invited 
young Charles to be their Prince. He 


disguised himself as a Russian merchant 
bound for Odessa and sailed down the 
Danube, jumping ashore on Rumanian 
territory on May 20, 1866, and made his 
way to the palace at Bucharest, where 
he was proclaimed Prince three days la- 
ter.

Russians on the Offensive. 

The victorious army of Gen. Rennen- 
kampf, having dyiven back the Germans 
from the region of Augustowe as far as 
Lyck and Prostken, which is now in the 
possession of the Russians, has accom- 
plished its purpose and is now free to 
send part of the troops southward. At 
the same time, the Cossacks pouring into 
Hungary have now changed their ‘ob- 
jective. 

The Russian troops are acting ex- 
clusively on the offensive in Poland. 
The attempted advance of the Germans 
in this country demands a massing of 
the Moscovite forces along the line 
from Lublin to Warsaw and Lemberg, 
where the indications are that the Rus- 
sian offensive is already in progress.

VENICE, Oct. 10, via Paris. —lLarge 
numbers of wounded soldiers are be- 
ing brought daily to Vienna. but the 
newspapers of the Austrian capita! are 
no longer permitted to report their ar- 
rivals. 

The nineteenth official Austrian list of 
Killed, wounded and missing, so far as 
published, has occupied 2 columns in 
the Vienna newspapers and the pub- 
lication has not been completed.

VIENNA REPORTS 
PRZEMYSL ATTACK 
IS GROWING WEAK 


Count Berchtold Says Austrians, 
in Advance in Galicia, Have 
Gained Ground. 


By Associated Press. 
VIENNA, via Amesterdam and Lon- 


don. Oct. 10, 10:50 p. m.—An official 
report from headquarters says: 

“Our advance has forced the Rus- 
sians to slacken their efforts against 
Przemysl, which had reached its cli- 
max on the night of Oct. 8, when the 
Russian losses were terrible. 

‘Yesterday afternoon the artillery 
against the fortress became 
weaker. The Russtans commenced to 
withdraw their forces. 

“Our advancing troops, near Lan- 
cut (a town in Galicia, 12 miles cast 
of Rseszow), engaged superior hos- 
tile forces. The battle continues. 

“The Russians already have 
evacuated Rzeszow. The situation in 
the Carpathians is good. The Rus- 
sians are retreating from Maraisares- 
Sziget are now in full filght.” 

To set at rest rumors regarding the 
situation In Vienna, an official declara- 
tion has been made that the construc- 
ticn of fortifications around Vienna and 
Budapest was ordered for the purpose 
of giving work to the unemployed. 

It is stated also thet cases of dysen-

tery, which are common to all wars, 
have occurred and that cases of cholera 
have been brought in by Russian pris- 
oners. 


Austria Reports Gains tn Galicia and 

NEW YORK, Oct. 10-—Dr. Alex- 
ander de Nuber, Austrian Consul- 
General here, today made public the 
following wireless communication 
from Vienna, which, he said, was for- 
warded to him by Ambassador Dumba 
from Manchester, Mass.: 

“Our advance in Galicia attained 
success everywhere. An officer of 
the general staff, upon returning 
from Przemysl, reported that the gar- 
rigson was tn splendid condition and 
that the defense of the fortress was 
being conducted with the utmost ac- 
tivity and circumspection. The gar- 
rison has made several sorties, press- 
ing baek the enemy’s line and cap- 
turing mumerous prisoners. All the 
attacks of the Russians broke down 
under-the fire of our heavy guns, 
which inflicted great losses on the 
attacking columns. 

“In the Carpathian Mountains two 
groups of Russians were beaten near 
Marmaros-Sizget and the town is 
again in our hands. There are no 
more Russians west of Wysritow. 

“Our papers regard the answer of 
President Wilson to the protest by 
the Kaiser as expressing absolutely 
the correct impartiality of the Unit- 
ed States in regard to the war. 

“Our advance in Galicia 
ground incessantly. Russians  sta- 
tioned along the western road to 
Przemysl have been repulsed toward 
the fortress. 

‘“Kreszow has been retaken and 
many guns were captured. In the 
corner between the Vistula and San 
Rivers we took many prisoners and 


gains 
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transport wagons from the fleeing 
Russians. 

“The renewed fierce attack of the 
enemy upon Przemysl was splendidis 
repulsed. Many thousands Russians 
were killed and wounded. 

“The Servians who broke tnte Bos- 
nian and Videgrad unresisted have 
been thrown back over the Drinka 
River. They lost one transport col- 
umn. The Servian main force, unde 
command of former War Minister 
Bozanovic, having reached Rumanta, 
took flight. They lost one battalion 
and several quick-firers.” 

The communication was signed by 
Count Berchtold, Austrian Secretary 
of Foretgn Affairs.

Roads’ Earnings $380,000 Less 
Than Enough to Satisfy Un- 
derlying Bond Holders. 
Edward B. Pryer, receiver of the 
Wabash Railroad, was yesterday dl- 
rected by United States Circuit Judge 
Elmer B. Adams to notify the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and the 
Railroad and Public Utility Commis- 
sions of the states in which the road 
operates, that the ‘company’s net 
earnings for the fiscal year ending 
June 380, are $880,000 less than 
enough té pay the interest on under- 
lying ponds and that no interest will 
be paid holders of receivers’ improve- 

ment certificates. 

Judge Adams says in his report 
that the receiver filed with the Court 
copies of Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission decisions showing that the 
Wabash operates tn a distriot where 
disproportionately emall fates pre- 
vail and in the judgment ef the com- 
mission they should be revised and 
readjusted.

ABOUT OCT. 18 


Arrangements Virtually Com- 
pleted for Visit to White 
House to Bury Hatchet. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Henry Wat- 
tergon, editor of the Louisville Courier 
Journal, who, with Col. George Harvey, 
quarreled with Woodrow Wilson while 
he was Governor of New Jersey and a 
candidate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President, is expected to pay a 
visit to the White House about Oct. 18. 

If Col. Watterson accepts the arrange- 
ments being made for his visit, it will 
be the first time he has seen the Presi- 
dent since the evening of the quarrel. 
Col. Harvey, who was a party to the 
“scrap,” adjusted his differences with 
the President while en a visit te the 
White House last Sunday. 

Both the President and Col. Watterson 
have been willing to “bury the hatohet,”’ 
but ctroumstances have not been pro- 
pitious for Watterson to visit Wash- 
ington. 

Last fall, when the President was i!! 
with throat trouble, Col Watterson 
wrote him a long letter, in which he de- 
plored the possibility of the country los- 
mg him, comparing such a possibility 
with the catastrophe of Lincoln’s death. 
The Presidentt replied, expressing pro- 
found-appreciation of the Colonel's well 
wishes. Since the President's interview 
with Col. Harvey, mutual friends have 
been working for the meeting of the 
President and Col. Watterson, which 
virtually has been arranged. 


Clark Pays Tribute te President as 
Peacemaker. 

ATLANTTO ‘CITY, MN. J., Oct. 10.—A 
tribute to President Wilson as a peace- 
maker marked the first speech of 
Speaker Champ Clark in the fall cam- 
paign, delivered here tonight, in advo- 
cacy of the renomination of Represen- 
tative J. Thompson Baker. 

Speaker Clark said that when histo- 
rians should come to assign a place to 
the President it was possible they 
would pass over the great domestic 
measures of his administration, such as 
tariff revision, currency legislation, 
etc., and declare that his efforts to keep 
the United States out of war consti- 
tuted his clearest title to the gratitude 
of the country. 


HAULS BY WAGON TO 
| FIGHT BOAT CHARGES 


Baking Powder Company Pla- 
cards Assert a Ferry Compeny 


Owns East St. Louis. 

Six foot placards tacked to 50 wagons 
owned by the Grant Chemical Co. of 
East St. Louis, crossing the Eads bridge 
yesterday afternoon bore the follow- 
ing message: “We haul by wagon be- 
cause the Wiggins Ferry Co. owns East 
St. Louis.”’ 

Charles Rogers, president of the com- 
pany, which manufactures baking pow- 
der, said the ferry company charges 
$i4 a car load to haul the product from 
East St. Louis to St. Louls. 

Up to last May, Roger said the South- 
ern Railway hauled a car load of bak- 
ing powder to the Pittsburg Dike, below 
the free bridge on the Illinois shore, for 
$3 and the ferry company charged $6 
to convey the material across the river 
on steel barges. 

Since then, Roger said, the Southern 
has asked $ for the same service to 
the Wiggins landing, while the ferry 
company has charged $9 for hauling the 
baking, powder across the river to 8t. 
Touis. 

Roger said his company manufactures 
1,500,000 pounds of baking powder a 
month and each year ships 3,000,000 
pounds by boat to New Orleans and 
other southern points. He stated that 
the boat freightage is one-third the 
charge asked by railroads. 

The bridge toll for the wagons carry- 
ing the baking powder to St. Louis was 
$40, according to Roger, while the price 
asked by the Wiggins company for hau!- 
ing it by train was $14.

CARRANZA REPLY 


“TOU.S. REQUESTS 


UNSATISFACTORY 


Second Inquiry Made as to Vera 
Cruz Customs and Protec- 
tion of All Residents. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The United 
States Government will make no further 
move in the Mexican situation and will 
reserve announcement of its future pol- 
icy toward the Mexican central Govern- 
ment until Gen. Carranza has guaran- 
teed full protection to aliens and 
Mexicans, irrespective of their political 
affiliations and has promised not to re- 
impose customs duties collecetd by 
Amercans during the occupation of 
Vera Cruz. 

This was the positive declaration of 
State Department officials tonight. 

It was pointed out that Gen. Funston 
had obtained the services of Mexican 
afficials in the administration of the 
civil government at Vera Cruz upun the 


condition that they would be protected. 
when he withdrew. Under the Mexican 
law these officials are liable for serving 
invaders to imprisonment for from five 
to ® years. Immunity for these citizens 
is sought by this Government. 


Carranza was asked through the Bra- 
zilian Minister at Mexico City, repre 
senting the United States, no less than 
two weeks ago for assurances that 
when his forces took Vera Crus they 
would respect the conditions laid down 
by Gen. Funston. He was requested 
also to promise that, upon the receipt 
of the $1,000,000 customs collections, he 
would nct further molest Vera Crus tm- 
porters, 


It has developed that the Brasiiian 
Minister has inofrmed the State De- 
partment of the reply of the Mexican 
Government and, according to officials 
here, it dealt In generalities and was 
altogether unsatisfactory.

WHAT BEING NEUTRAL IS LIKE

OME of us are having very lively experiences in be- 
ing neutrals. Presidént Wilson says we have got to 
be. And we see he is right. But we don’t know how. 

Reading double-barreled war news—marching 
up and down columns of it with our minds, and re- 
membering we have got to be neutrals at the end of 
each paragraph, remembering that if we look up over 
our glasses and say anything to the man near by 
President Wilson will feel (he always seems to know 


everything) that we are butting in and bothering and making it harder for 


him—is coming to seem to some of us a very strenuous job. . ! 

The President has made every man to feel that, in the present state of 
the world, what’s going on in each man’s mind is a national affair. We are 
not used to feeling so important in our minds—most of us. We have got 
into the habit of jogging along with our minds modestly and unobtrusively. 
The average American man feels that what he thinks is only a ninety-mil- 
lionth of the country anyway and it makes him reckless. And now here is 
the President of the United States coming in every morning while he reads 
and standing right beside him with his fingers on his lips and reminding 
him that his mind is a national mind. He somehow makes a man feel that 


for quite a little stretch now he must act as he-sees the nation must act. Each 


man himself must act for the next few weeks as if he were a kind of small 
United States. Any other attitude, our population bejng as it is, is war. 

To most of us this is a rather exciting experience. We had always sup- 
posed that being a neutral was rather stupid. 

We have been thinking what being a neutral is like all over again. 

I don’t want to seem to claim that I have succeeded in being a neutral 
and ean therefore say with authority what it is like. I have tried very hard 
to be one, and to be a real one, and I think I know what I am trying for 
and what I am not trying for. 

If being neutral means being neuter—if it means maintaining a strict 
unexceptionable nothingness when I am reading the war news, if it means 
putting ones originally ice-cold soul into a Conversational Thermos Boftle 
and not showing any warmth at all, or having any strong gusts of feeling 
at all—I am through trying to be neutral. If this is neutrality, neutrality 
is insipid, stupid and a little mean. 

The thing I have been trying for is different. And it has grown on me 
—-this sense of what neutrality really is—the more I have tried to get near 
to it. Neutrality in a fight is the most interesting, absorbing and glorious 
feat aman can undertake. The spectacle of a great nation maintaining in 
the face of the world today a true neutrality is as terrific, as splendid a dis- 
play of. power as the burning of a city or the sinking of a fleet. 

In the first place only a man of deep passions, of rich, powerful, intelli- 


| vent sympathies and desires, knows endugh or has the equipment to be a 


neutral, or the driving power to put through such a huge spiritual engineer- 
ing feat as seeing all sides—as sympathizing and understanding, mastering 
and ruling all sides, melting them down toward some great end, shaping 
them and molding them and welding them into the Future like a god. 


There are three men or types of men in history 
who have had the heat in them, and the light in 
them, and the driving power in them to be neutrals. 

The scientist—the great scientist has a passion 
for burning down through his own prejudices to the 
truth, whatever it costs or however it hurts. 

The great inventor has a passion for relentless 
pursuing of all: knowledge, blending opposite ideas, 
and obdurate contradictions, taking things that 
won’t go together and putting them into the electric furnace of his mind 
until they do. 

And there is the poet, who whether he is a man of action or a man of 
thought, relentlessly loves humanity and will not give up, who will take 
nothing less than possessing und understanding and loving all people in his 
heart, 

These men are neutrals. When one knows one of these men or reads 
the life of one of them, he knows what being a neutral is like. 

But if one has decided what being a neutral is like, how can one be 
one? —~ 

When the war broke out I was sitting at table m a summer resort with 
a German woman who had lived only a year in this country and whose hus- 
band (a professor in one of our great universities) had gone to New York 
on the first train, the moment the war broke out, to get away to the 
fight. 

Everybody at every other table in the dining room was against 
Germany. 

We were all neutrals at our table. 

It was not hard to be neutral at our table. 

Of course, we are all familiar with the great worthy abstract principle 
that nearly everybody would do what everybody else does if he came to the 
point of doing it as naturally and as unconsciously and as implacably as most 
people who do things come to the point of doing them. 

It is easier to think and to come to one’s principles like a neutral, if one 
does one’s thinking in people. A fellow human being who will be so good as 
to be by and dramatize our principle for us, make the principle breathe and 
smile, give to it the tears that belong to it, surround it with the death that 
belongs to it, with little children, with sons, with dead brothers, with memo- 
ries of heroic fathers, gives one a good start in being neutral. The best ar- 
rangement I know of in the present war-would be for people to sit at tables 
and break bread with all nations. They are partly wrongheaded, but they 


feel about their wrongheadedness as we do about ours, and they come to it 
as we come to ours, and theirs is costing them so much and ours is costing 
us so little! | 

Another convenience for being a neutral—besides thinking in terms 
of people is thinking in terms of the Future. 

Neutrality, instead of being a stupid equilibrium of sympathies or a 
state of indifference, really works out in the end into a passionate seeing of 
what is going to happen and sympathizing with people for the way they are 
going to feel. Neutrality may be said to be taking sides in people with what 
they are going to be. We put ourselves where we see what they want. We 
want for them what they want a little faster than they do. Neutrality 
works out in the last analysis into prophecy—into seeing ahead for people 
to where their roads come together. 

The interests of fighters are all bound to converge into peace the moment 


the people calm down into a shrewd, quiet guessing on what they really 


want and where they are really going. 

To be a neutral a man goes on ahead a little: He gets to the forks of 
the road first. It seems to be our patriotism here in America, just now, to 
get to the forks of the road first. The President is asking it of every Amer- 
ican man every day—asking him to move on. Every American man is 
expected to be just now all by himself—as well as he can—a kind of smal!

HILE all the world shuddered at the explosion of shrapnel shells 

which defaced the Cathedral of Rheims, Emerson’s Law of 

Compensation was taking a hand in far-away Africa, through 

the agency of humble Italian soldiers digging about a fountain, 

at restoring the balance of things in the sphere of art. But 

for the terrors of war in which Europe is absorbed, there 

would have been heralded throughout civilization, as a world 

event, the news of the discovery of a Gréék statue of the fourth century before 

our era, which will henceforth take its place in the circle of glory in which shine 

the Venus of Milo, the Victory of Samothrace and a very few other masterpieces 
of the purest Hellenic art. 

The newly found treasure is a life-size nude statue of Aphodite—so virginal, 
so delicately slender, so deliciously youthful as to form the most striking contrast 
to “the sly and servile grace” of the Venus de Medici, the matronly sumptuousness 
of the Venus de Milo and the sensuous langour of the Venus.Callipygos. This 
exemplar of the young and maidenly phase of the ancfent goddegs of love will 
be known as the Venus of Cyrene, and has been installed in the Museo dellee 
Terme at Rome. 

On the Mediterranean shore of Africa, in what is now the Italian colony of 
Tripoli, lie the ruins of Cyrene, of old time a rich and populous capital of Greek 
learning, art and commerce. Amid the debris of temples and palaces there still 
flows a fountain which was famous centuries before Christ as the Fount of Apollo, 
and which, recognized as the source of the region’s fertility and prosperity, was 
called by the Greeks, “the luck of the land.” The Bedouins today name it Ain 
Shabat, or “the perennial water.” As the spring had become diminished and 
choked through the neglect of ages, Italian soldiers were set at work to dig away 
the sand which smothered its channel. 

Here, a few inches beneath the sands, their spades struck upon stone, and 
they soon unearthed a marble statue, headless, armless and footless, of a woman, 
a veritable “daughter of the gods, divinely tall and most divinely fair.” The 
statue was in a standing attitude, gracefully leaning toward the right, and sup- 
ported by a drapery and a dolphin. 

Fragments of stone discovered nearby proved to be the missing feet, and it 
was found that the pieces could be fitted together and the extremities reconstructed 
so that the damage was scarcely noticeable. Search for the head and arms was 
made systematically, but in vain. But there was found a fragment of a hand 
clutching a. lock of hair—and this proved to be the key to the identity of the 
personage whom the statue represents. 

In Greek poetry one of the many titles given to Aphrodite was .“Anadyomene,” 
which means “rising from the sea.” This had reference to the myth that Aphro- 
dite had her birth in the foam of the ocean. Therefore there arose, in painting 
and sculpture, a conventionalized posture of Aphrodite Anadyomene; who was 
represented as raising fer arms to wring the sea water from her golden locks. 
The presence of a dolphin beside the statue was accounted a corroboration of this 
identification. 

Soon: another confirmation was noted,, which in addition made possible an 
approximate restoration of the missing head and arms. On the site of Ben-ghazi, 
once the Greek city of Berenice, also in Tripoli, there was found a few years 
ago a statuette of Aphrodite, which proved, on comparison, to be a miniature of * 
the Cyrenean masterpiece, but reversed, so as to lean to the left instead of the 
right. 

This was undoubtedly an tndustrialization of the statue at Cyrene, like the 

diminutive copies of the Venus de Milo and of the Victory of Samothrace which 

are now on sale by the thousands. 

Scholars are of the opinion that the statue,is the genuine representation of 
Aphrodite which Greek literature informs us stood in the temple of Delian Apollo 
over the Fountain of Cyrene. Apollo, it was believed, was the pilot who led 
the first Doric shinos and mariners from the Island of Thera to the north coast

of Africa. It was for a procession dedicated to Apollé and held in Cyrene in 
the fifth century before Christ that Pindar wrote his fifth Pythian Ode and went 
himself to Africa to witness the pageant. 

This ode indicates how closely Apollo and Aphrodite were associated in 
the local mythology of Cyrene, and how fitting it was that a statue of the 
goddess of love should stand in the temple beside Apollo's fountain. The poen 
relates that Apollo, having fallen in love with the Thessalian maiden Cyrenne 
(from whom the city took its name) descended from Olympus and in his golden - 
chariot bore her away to Libya (modern Tripoli) which already had the name - 
of “the garden of Aphrodite.” 

Here, says the poet, “Aphrodite of the silver sandal welcomed the Delian 
guest, resting lightly her hand upon the chariot divine.” As the deity of love, 
she moreover performed her expected role of reconciling the mortal maiden to 
her divine lover, and thereby won his due thanks It is clear that Apollo and 
Aphrodite were regarded as having parts of almost equal importance in the 
romance of the founding of Cyrene. 

“As regards chronology,” says an authority regarding the Venus of Cyrene, 
“we have, apart from artistic elements, one safe reason for assigning the statue — 
to the fourth century B. C.—up to that time, indeed the figure of the goddess 
hed always been more or less severely draped. It was only at about the time 
of Praxiteles that the possibility of a nude Venus was conce'ved and 

- “Pliny tells how Praxiteles made and placed on sale in his studfo at Athens 
two figures of the goddess, one draped and one nude, and how a delegation from 
the Island of Cos having been sent to purchase a statue of the goddess, thev 
selected the drapéd one, which they considered more modest and more reverent. 

“An embassy from the city of Cnidus inen camé, and, having no choice 
left, took away with them, not without some misgivings, the undraped beauty, 
which turned out to be an excellent piece of luck for Cnidus, as everybody 
flocked to Cnidus and adored, while to the austere shrine of Cos few resorted 
to worship.” 

Experts are completely at sea as to the identity of the sculptor who dreamed 
and wrought in marble this slim and girlish Aphrodite, which has a youthful 
slightness unknown in any other representation of the Greek female form, with 

the possible exception of the littla “Victory Untying Her Sandal” in the Museum 
of the Acropolis at Athens. 

They are agreed however, that it is not in the style of Praxiteles, nor in 
that of Polycletes, who lived in the fifth century, B. C.) and that it is probably 
the work of some master whose name has been fst and who perhaps lived be-

APOLEON said that an army moves upon 
its belly, but the modern hosts at war 
in Europe may be said to move upon 
their automobiles, both in the commis- 
sary significance meant by the Corsican, 
and in a score of other senses. For of 
sll the innovations introduced in the 

warfare of 1914 uone is more outstanding than the em- 
ployment of thousands upon thousands of motor cars 
such as we see rolling peacefully through the streets, 
devoted to pleasure, to ease and to industry. - 
Motor cars are omnipresent in every phase of military 
uctivity upon’ the Continent. Great trucks, preceding 


-the main bodies of infantry, drag up the big field and 


siege guns to their positions. They dart about the firing 
line, distributing food and am- , 
munition to the soldiers in their 
trenches. They bear dispatches 
from corps to corps. Field officers 
ride in limousines instead of upon 
horses. As in peace, so the auto- 
mobile has supplanted the horse 
in war, for almost every purpose 
save those of bearing cavalry on 
charge across rough fields, and of 
dragging the HMghter field pieces 
and machine guns. ~ 

Besides the motor car’s obvious 
use a8 a means of transport, many 
extraordinary employments have 
been found for it on both sides of 
the struggle. For. instance, the 
Beigians have a fleet of what thev 
call land cruisers. They are auto- 
mobiles protected with armor and 


tsually mounting a machine gun, which depend upon their. superior speed to 
escape the pursuit of cavalry, and upon their armor for protection from rifle fire. 

These-cruisers, or, better, destroyers, of terra firma, sallying out. from Antwerp, 
are reported to have inflicted severe damage upon détachments of Germans in 
several instances. They rush at high spsed through the very lines of the enemy,

Field wireless stations, complete in equipment from 
antennae to dynamo, are now transported by motor 
trucks. Wireless is used not only in signaling from di- 
vision to division, but in effecting communications be- 
tween dirigible scouts in the sky and artillery range 
finders on the ground. 

Similarly, the telegraph and telephone stations aad 
exchanges in use on the field, supplanting the old horse- 
riding courier and his dispatches, are mounted upon 
automobile trucks, which also carry the wires and equip- 
ment necessary for operating the two systems of elec- 
tric communication. 

The fact that the wounded in battle are receiving med- 
icine and surgical care with a dispatch and thorough- 
ness which to an army surgeon of 25 years ago would 
have seemed miraculous, and which 
even today astound many profes- 


sional observers, is due in large 
part to the use of automobile am- 
bulances and motor dispensaries. 
Tiny cycle cars dash up near the 
firing line, take the wounded 
ehoard on the stretchers and are 
off at high speed to, the fleld hos- 
pitals in the rear. Because of their 
motor facilities, the surgeons can 
keep at the heels of the army. No 
doubt thousands of lives have been 
saved »vecause a delay of several 
days was avoided in bearing the 
wounded within reach of skilled 
and thorough treatment.

Boy Scouts in the United States may be yroud of 
Géorges Leysen, the first Boy Scout hero of the war, who 
has just been decorated by the’ King of Belgium with 
the bronze medal of merit. He is 18 years old. Like 
all of the other older members of the Boy Scouts in 
Belgium, he enlisted in a corps of messengers, orderlies 
and sentries, and was supplied with a bicycle. 

After the fall of Liege and the occupation of Brus- 
sels, all Belgium was terrorized and horrified by reports, 
whether true or not, of atrocities committed by the 
Germans. Stories that noncombatants and civilians, 
men, women and children, had been ruthlessly mur- 
dered, were widely believed, justly or unjustly. It was 
true that messengers openly carrying dispatches were 
declared by The Hague rules of war not to be spies, 
and were to be held, if captured, as prisoners of war— 
that is, with a guarantee of their lives: but public opin- 
ion in Belgium was convinced that, if noncombatants 
were slaughtered, and particularly 
as Germany had violated the lit- 
tle kingdom’s neutrality, its armies 
would not ‘be likely to respect 
others of the laws of war. There- 
_fore, service as a” message bearer 
was considered as_ distinctly 
hazardous, and likely to be pun- 
ished by death as a spy. 

teorges Leysen was undaunted 
when he was commande to bear 
dispatches from the Government at 
Antwerp to its agents in Brussels, 
and set worth with his bicycle up- 
on his perilous mission. One can 
imagine how, traveling through a 
district overrun with enemies, he 
stole on his way along secret paths, 
how he hid in the forests, how 
he lurked behind shrubberies as 
troops of Uhlans galloped by with 
their deadly lances, how ontv alert- 
ness and stoutness of heart ex- 
tricated him from a hundred im- 
minent dangers. 


In the end he won through, de- 
livered his precious papers, and 
then, plunging again -into the 
labyrinth of perils, made his way 
safely back to Antwerp.

The next step was the con- 
struction of. an aiming and firing mech- 
anism, and this. was followed by a 
device which enables a single aeroplane 
to carsy 10 bombs with. an automatic re- 
loading arrangement. 

Theorists at the outset predicted that 
the aeroplane would be invaluable for 
making observations, but doubted that it 
could be made into an important of- 
fensive force. The weight of armament, 
they argued, would be too great for the 
fragile aircraft to carry. Aviators would 
have to ascend to great heights to be 
safe from hostile bullets and so could 
not drop explosives with any accuracy. 
There would be such a waste of time 
and material. Events are tending to 
prove the theorists-were wrong. It is 
true that in the sum total of havoc 
wrought in the present conflict, the 
damage done by aeroplanes is inconsid- 
erable, yet it has been enough to 
demonstrate incalculable possibilities. If 
me German aeroplane can fly over Paris 
and drop bombs that do great damage, or 
if five English aeroplanes can fly over 
I'usseldorf and wreck a Zeppelin hanzar. 
there seems to be no adequate reason 
why 1000 aeroplanes might not flock over 
either Paris or Dusseldorf and virtually 
demolish either city with its 10 voileys 
or 10,000 bombs.

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SHACKLETON SOUTH POLE EXPLORERS’ 
START FROM OPPOSITE SIDES OF -THE WORLD 


One party has Buenos Aires as a base while °(]|//I}// H/T {HAH 
the other goes from Tasmania, on the : ) ho 
other side of the globe; but both aim 
fer the Pole, studying earth and air and 
water as they proceed . . . 


WEEK from today Sir Ernest Shackjeton, the English explorer, is scheduled 
to set sail from Buenos Aires for the Antaretic- Continent, there to 
attempt, with the aid of motor sledges and ‘the ‘finest sctentific equip- 
‘ment éver taken to the polar regions, @ march of 1420 miles—a distance 
equat to that from 8t- Louis to the eastern boundary of California— | 
across a snowbound and- cold-paralyzed wilderness never yet tredden by - 

the’ foot of man. 

7 iil teniaouale a’ second division of his party’ will start south ftom “the. other ‘side. 
ofthe world, at Tasrfania. It tas been determined that the South Pole is‘ surnrounted 
ty a huge cap of land, 5,000,000 square. miles in area. The tremendous and audacious 
yurpose of the expedition is‘to enter this great continent at opposite sides and to rch 
inland until the two parties meet at the South Pole. The route to the pole from the 
American side has never yet been. explored. — 

Shackleton’s ship, the Endurance, will sail 3000 miles from Buenos Aires to the 
AVeddell Sea, on the coast of which winter quarters will be established. The other 
‘party, on the ship Aurora, will sail 2000 miles from Tasmania to Ross Sea, and will 
follow the general route to the pole along which traveled the ill-fated Scott expedition 
and that of Amundsen, discoverer of the pole. 

In_addition,.parties will be sent out in all directions, with the purpose of mapping 
the Antarctic Continent and its range of mountains, and of accurately charting the 
shores of the huge land cap. Thorough meteorological observations will be taken, with 
the hope of solving a number of perplexing problems about the world’s weather, and 
a complete examination is planned to determine whether the “bottom of the world” 
is rich, as many have suspected, in mineral resources. 

The most striking feature of the equipment is its two air-propelicd sledges, de- 
signed by Shackleton himself, which have been described as “boats running on land 
and carrying their. own supply of wind.” These are sledges equipped with aeroplane 
propellers, driven by gasoline engines, and are designed to drag a load of 2000 pounds 
at a rate of five or six miles an hour. But, for fear that the engines may break down,- . 
or will need assistance in negotiating rough and broken surfaces, the Shackleton 
party is taking along 120 trained Alaskan and Siberian dogs. However, the sledges 
were thoroughly tested in Norway and answered to every demand according to the 
most sanguine hopes of the explorer. 

They havea fish-shaped body, like that of a monoplane, which is mounted on 
runners, two in front and one in the rear for steering. The propeller i the tractor 
cesign—that is, it pulls rather than pushes the sledge along—and is/mounted at the 
front of the sledge. It has no wings, but the surface of the body is sufficient to afford 
a certain lifting power, so as to raise part of. the weight from the runners, thus in- 
creasing speed and also lessening the strain of traveling over rough surfaces. 

The air-gjedge will not only carry supplies itself, but will tow-another loaded sledge 
behind. The design of an aeroplane body. without wings is technically known as a 
clipped-wing aeroplane. It has also been applied with some success to wind-driven 
automobiles. 

Another astonishing innovation of this expedition is its POE Fis pe hy with which 
it is hoped to keep the two camps, on opposite sides of the continent, in constant 
communication. Thus the world will be told of the romantic achievement of sending 
inessages from the South Atlantic Ocean across the South Pole to the South ‘Pacific 
Ocean. This will be reckoned one of the most thrilling feats among the many astound- 
ing triumphs of the wireless telegraph. Dr. Mawson, on a previous expedition, suc- 
ceeded, with a dynamo of only one and a half kilowatts,, in communicating from the 
Antaretic Continent to Sydney, a distance of 2000 miles, or 580 miles more than the

distance separating the two Shackleton camps. 

The problem of shelter from the bitter climate has 
been ingeniously solved. Sections of collapsible steel 
tubing can be fitted together into a sort-of a bell shape 
big enough to inclose several men. This is covered 
with roofing and sides of rubberized silk, and then, 
over the whole, snow is heaped to a,depth of a foot or 

more. An entrance is left throuch which a man can 

‘crawl. Thus is the Esquimo igloo of blocks of ice 

improved by modern invention. 

’ If Shackleton reaches his base on the Weddell Sea 
in time to make his dash south this winter—which is, 
of course, summer in the antipodes—he hopes to join 
the other division of his expedition some time in next 
April or May. If not, he will wait another year at 
his base, passing the Antarctic winter there during 
next June, July and August, and complete his march 
in the spring of 1916. 

The expedition is known as the Imperial Transant- 
arctic Expedition. Its mascot, carried in a small silk- 
lined case, is a medallion in Russian enamel of St. 
Christopher, patron saint of travelers, which was pre- 
sented by Queen Mother Alexandra. The Union Jack 
of the expeditien, which the explorers hope to carry 
from sea to sea across the polar continent, was the 
gift of King George. 

Shackleton is especially proud of his supplies, of 
which 4000 cases are on the two ships. The cases are 
made of very thin wood and were packed by a French 
expert, Bovril. Among the most important provisions 
are cane sugar and lard—both American products. 

No alcoholic liquors will be taken on the match, ex 
cept as medical supplies. Instead of servi a ration 
of grog when his men become fagged and chilled 
Shackleton will give each man two or three lumps of 
sugar. Explorers on previous polar expeditions say 
that after eating that much sugar, one feels a sensa- 
tion of warmth spreading throughout his system. 

Tea will be served as a noonday beverage, for its 
stimulating qualities. The night drink will be cocoa, 
which is believed to encourage drowsiness and preserves 
the warmth of the body.

Shackleton’s own personal party~ will consist of only 
six men; but they will have the two motor sledges end 
70 of the dogs. Besides himself, there are a surveyor, an 
artist, a geologist, a biologist and a physician. His sec- 
ond in command is Frank Wild, a surveyor, who was 
with Shackleton when he got to 97 miles from the South 
Pole in 1907, and who also made one trip with Capt. Scott. 
Another companion is George Marston, an artist, who was 
also with Shackleton in 1907, and who hopes to bring 
back valuable drawings illustrating the events of the ex- 
pedition. 

This is the party which will undertake the exploration 
of the vast expanse of the polar desert lying between 
Weddell Sea and the pole, into the interior of 
which no man has ever penetrated. 

Famous explorers, as well as the world 
in general, are agreed that Shackleton 
has undertaken probably the most 
hazardous adventure remaining to ex- 
ploration, but are confident that, with 
his exrerience and equipment, he will 
win through. Admiral Peary, discov- 
erer of the North Pole, says: 


“Bhackleton. has every: chance of 
succeeding in this most remarkable 
undertaking. He is undoubtedly the 
best man in Great Britain for the 
task, and his previous work in thobe 
regions has given him the necessary 
experience. The exploration. of the 
~ Weddell Sea territory will result sure- 
ly in extraordinary and valuable dis- 
coveries. Some of them indeed may 
be startling and all will be enviable.” - 


Prof. David, head of the Geology 
Department of the University of 
Sydney, at Sydney, Australia, accompanied Shackleton on 
his previous trip to the Antarctic. He says: 

“The journey which Shackleton is undertaking is a 
stupendous one; probably the most perilous and difficult 
task in the way of exploration to be found in the world. 

“He proposes to solve the great geological problem of 
the Antarctic Continent—the discovery of the trend of its 
magnificent range of mountains, called the Antarctic Andes; 
the summits of which rise to heights of from 12,000 to 
20,000 feet above sea level. 


“It is thought by some that these are a direct continua- 
tion of the American Andes, extending from Graham Land, 
in West Antarctic, opposite Cape Horn, continuing to near 
Mount Erebus and thence for 500 miles northward, where 
they form: the precipitous rocky mountains of the westerr 
shore of Ross Sea. The problem is whether the range con- 
tinues in this direction, or whether from the furthest point 
at which it was observed by Amundsen, some 200 milezg 
from the South Pole, it bends around and extends im the 
direction of Coats Island, on the east side of Weddell Sea.” 

Prof. David’s meaning will be made clear by a glance at 
the map accompanying this article. It is evident that the 
mountains of Graham Island are a continuation of the 
Andes, thus proving that the Sorth American Continent 
once extended clear to the South Pole, and overlapping it, 
thrust ovt its cape into the Pacific Ocean side of the 
world. The map also shows a mountain range extending 
from Victoria Land to the pole and for some distance be- 
yond it. Between the two ranges is a gap which Shackle- 
ton. interds to explore. His explorations are expected to 
sho® whether the two ranges are linked together into 
ene continuation of the American Andes.

and the net result, scientifically, would prove a large 
increase to human knowledge. 

“But first and foremost, the crossing of the Antarctic 
Continent will be the main purpose of the expedition. 
The unknown fields to conquer are rapidly narrowing 
down in the word, but there still-remains this great 
work.” 

For-many months Shackleton, in his London office, 
toiling from 8:30 o’clock in the morning until 11 at 
night, with the industry of a Kitchener planning a 
campaign. of war, has‘worked out every detail of the 
expedition. To what minutiae he gave his attention is 
shown by his note books of a specially made thin. hard 
paper; his observation books with seuared ruling and 
humbered pages, so that, if he lost his life, the proper

This expedi- 
tion arrived nearer the South Pole 
than any other human being bad 
theretofore penetrated, and dis- 
covered the South Magnetic Pole. 

On his return he was honored 
with medals from scientific soci- 
eties al over the world. He re- 
ceived gold medals from the Geo- 
graphical Societies of the United

HAT whimsical person may not have been 
far wrong who remarked, when he heard 
that the European war threatened to make 
prices of cosmetics prohibitive; “Now, 
perhaps, the ludies will have a chance to 
regain their complexions!” Anyway, if 
the- American manufacturers of lotions, 

washes, powders, beautifiers put up the prices of their 
products to keep pace with the advances of foreign 
goods, the ladies will have a chance to regain the lost 
art of home-made cosmetics, that are as good as any- 
thing they have ever been able to buy. | 

For a long time most of the expensive cosmetics have 
Veen made by French and German manufacturers. There 
has been a popular delusion that this was because the 
chemists of those countries possessed ingredients that 
‘were far superior. to any to be found in the United 
States. That is not the correct explanation. The truth 
is that the French and Germans are thrifty souls, who 
know how to capitalize the charming little frailties 
which proverbially go to the making of a woman. 

Sir Walter Scott, in one of his historical novels, makes 
a Saxon serf comment upon how much more popular 
roast ox is when it is called “Sir Beef, a fiery French 
gallant.” Nowadays a woman who would curl up her 


pretty little nose in scorn of “perfumed suet cold-cream” — 


would hug herself .as a bargain finder if she were-per- 
mitted to pay $5 for a small box of “Creme Perfumee a 
la Graisse Rognons.” The only difference between the 
two articles is that the latter has a delicately litho- 
graphed label of old rose, or mauve with a lot of for- 
eign words on it. 

It is this last which gives the French manufacturer 
an advantage over the American, particularly if he can 
put a canceled revenue stamp on the box te show it 
really came from France. The American can, at a 
cost of 15 cents a pound, mix a little borax, precipitated 
chalk, powdered orris root and rose pink, name it 
Madame Seauandseau’s Dentrifice and sell it for 35 
cents an ounce. The French manufacturer can  pre- 
pare the same mixture at a little less cost and sell it 
for twice as much. And the lady who always uses the 
Ffrenchman’s product smiles in lofty indulgence at her 
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who uses Madame Seauandseau, while both of them ~ 


pity the poor little old-fashioned thing who buys and 
- mixes her own borax, chalk, orris and rosewater. 

Paraphrasing the refrain of a comic opera song, the 
one is right, the other is right and all the three are 
quite all right. 
and rose pink make about as satisfactory a composition 
for tooth-washing purposes as has ever been blended. 
The mixture does the work, is harmless and will re- 
seive the indorsement of any careful dentist, no matter 
how it is labeled and named. Each of the three women 
will have been pleased with what she has bought, her 
form of pleasure being largely a matter of psychology. 

Unfortunately, such harmiessness does not exist in 
all cosmetics with high-sounding titles. There are skin 
bleachers and freckle removers containing mercury, 
which will not serve their purpose any better than rub- 
bing the fresh rind of a cucumber over the face, and 
yet which feed the body with an insidious poison that 
directly threatens the health and certainly promises 
sooner or later to ruin the complexion it is intended 
to benefit. There are lotions based on a form of al- 
cohol which contains a cumulative drug that may 
paralyze nerve centers or destroy sight. And for these 
consumers are expected to pay most extortionate prices! 

Our grandmothers looked upon the home manufacture 
of essential toilet preparations as part of the routine 
of @ well-organized household. The word lady, as our. 
grandmothers used it, had a certain, well-defined mean- 
ing. The ability to make her own cosmetics was as 
much an accomplishment of the true lady, as they 
understood the word, as skill at the piano or with the 
crochet needle. And unless report is a prevaricator, 
there were some marvelous complexions in the early 
Victorian times, complexions which are the despair of 
the demoiselles of today. 

Nowadays a fashionable woman would almost as soon 
think of making her own cosmetics as she would of 
piecing quilts, making raspberry preserves, suckling her 
own baby or taking her husband's socks along to darn 
when she made a friendly call upon a neighbor. These 
have become delegated duties, in spite of the carpings 
of old fogies who declare that the complexions, the log 
cabin quilts, the jams, the babies and the hosiery of 
yesteryear far surpassed all those things as they exist in 
the modern regime. 

Now that these disquieting war rumors are becoming 
louder, there is a possibtlity that old things. may be 
re-established. We hear from France that there have 
been alarming increases in the price of tincture of am- 
bergris, of extract of cassie, of oil of ylang-ylang, of 
essence of vetiver. .The cost of huile antique ef tube- 
roses may soon become prohibitive. When these things 
are considered together with our own pate.t increases 
in the h. c. of 1. it may indeed become neessary for 
the ladies to fall back on the old, simple and effective 
remedies for whatever blemishes afflict them. 

Let the ladies not lose heart, however. It's an ill war 
which does no complexion good and perhaps this very 
condition may be a blessing in disguise. 

’ Tf Madame Seauandseau’s cold cream 
expensive, the ladies might try Adetina 
cream. When Patti was at the reridian of her beauty 
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Good grades of borax, chalk, orris root - 


and popularity, somebody asked her what wonderful 
cosmetic she had found to preserve the freshness of 
her complexion. With'a laugh she revealed the mystery. 
She used a cold cream she made herself, she said. “I 
call it cold cream,” she added, ‘‘but it is really lard.” 

She explained that she would get a pound of fat mut- 
ton, which was hard like suet. On a spirit lamp in her 
room she world “try it out,” exactly as a farmer’s wife 
renders lard. The grease was allowed to simmer until 
there was a swimming cupful of fat. She strained this 
through a silver hair sieve, added an equal quantity of 
glycerine and a few drops of perfume. She stirred it 
gently until it began to harden. ‘Then she put it away 
in jars and it was ready for use. 

Another way of making cold cream is to take two 
ounces of orange-flower -water, four ounces of oil of al- 
monds, half an ounce of white wax and half an ounce 
of spermaceti, all of which can be obtained at any drug 
store. Put all of them except the orange-flower water 
into a double boiler and allow it to heat. When it is 
thoroughly mixed, stir in the water and then set the 
compound aside in an earthenware jar to cool. Cold 
cream mage in either of these ways is equal to the cost- 
liest on the market. 

If one’s complexion is muggy there is no necessity 
of paying a big fee to a beauty doctor or buying ex- 
pensive lotions. First steam the face over a basin of ‘ot 
aoft water or sponge it with water, a little good soap 
and a drop or two of glycerine. Lather well and then 
rinse with cool water. Dry the skin thoroughly by rub- 
bing in oatmeal. Then wash off the meal! with clean hot 
water, spray the face till the skin is firm. Dry “04 
rub on a little fuller’s earth. 

Getting rid of black spots is equally simple. A prac- 
tical lotion for ordinary cases can be made by mixing 
a teaspoonful of flowers of sulphur, a pint of rose water 
and a teaspoonful of glycerine. If the spots are very 
hard to eradicate another preparation will banish them. 
It is composed of 20 drops of liquid ammonia, a dram 
of ether and an ounce of soft soap. The spots shonid 
be bathed in hot water and the mixture rubbed in with 
the fingers. The face then should be washed carcfully 
in hot water. 

Natural fruits are invaluable adjuncts of the toilet. 
Most facial blemishes are traceable more or less directly 
to dicvorders of the digestion. An apple eaten before 
retiring at night '= ©e'd to be a wonderful regulator of 
the digestion. The rind of a cucumber has a marked 
emollient effect uvoa sunburn and similar disorders 
of the skin. All that is necessary is to rub the cucumber 
on the, affected places. 

An aes eaten the first thing in the morning and 


becomes too followed by a glass of hot water is said to be fine for 
Patti's cold slight indigestion and to contro! disorders of the liver. 


Every woman ought to keep a supply of lemons on band 
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constantly. A littie diluted lemon juice applied at night 
bleaches the skin remarkably. A drop of lemon, juice in 
a glass of tepid water is a splendid manicure prepar+- 
tion, as it removes stains from the nails and skin and 
loosens the cuticle naturally. A dash of lemon juice in 
plain water forms a mouth wash which will remove tartar 
from the teeth. Crushed almonds and oil of almonds 
are good substitutes for cold cream and may be used 
instead of soap when a few drops of benzoin are added 
to the water. 

A good lotion to remove pimples is compounded of five 
ounces of elder-flower water, an ounce of spirits of 
camphor and a dram of milk of sulphur. The face 
should be washed thoroughly at night, in tepid water, 
and the lotion should be applied with a piece of ab- 
sorbent cotton. Another complexion clearer is made 
by stirring two teaspoonfuls of flour of sulphur into 
half a pint of new milk. 

A teaspoonful of powdered, refined borax thrown into 
the wash_basin will do wonders towards softening and 
clearing the skin. In the same way, a small bag of 
bran thrown into the water will make the bath un- 
believably refreshing. Dill water will bleach the com- 
plexion and elder-flower water or lavender will soothe 
the skin when it is roughened by wind or blistered 
by sun. 

For the teeth nothing more effective or pleasant can 
be found than to wash them with a composition of an 
ounce of finely powdered green sage, mixed in two 
teaspoonfuls of white honey. For decaying teeth a 
home remedy is made of two scruples of finely pow- 
dered myrrh, a scruple of juniper gum and 10 grains of 
rock alum, mixed in honey. 

A good mouth wash consists of a tablespoonful of pre- 
pared California borax in a pint of hot water, to which 
is added, as the mixture cools, a teaspoonful of spirits 
of camphor and a teaspoonful of tincture of myrrh. A 
wineglassful should be used hight and morning. Still 
another mouth wash can be made by mixing a table- 
spoonful of prepared borax and a dram of camphor in 
a pint and a half of cold water. Cold water can be added 
as long as the borax and camphor are undissolved. 

To make a good lip salve, the following is recommend- 
ef: Take half an ounce of sjkanet.and three ounces of 
oil of almonds and put them to melt in an earthen vessel. 
In another vessel melt an Onnce and a half of white wax 
and half an ounce of spermaceti. When both mixtures 
are liquified, stir them together and add 12 drops of 
attar of roses. Stir until thick and put into a cool place 
to harden. 

A good hair cream can be made by adding a tea- 
spoonful of prepared borax to a pint of hot water. When 
the borax is dissolved, an ounce of salts of tartar 
an ouncé of almond oil should be stirred in. The mix-

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MAKING AEROPLANES FIGHTING MACHINES 


Germans have frequently borne witness. If one could 
make “composite” summaries of their stories as artists 
wake “composite” picture of individuals, the summary 
might read something like. 

“Always, when in the trenches, we expected trouble 
when an aeroplane appeared. Soon after it floated into 
sight and soared above us, a rain of shrapnel would 
begin falling. If, at the frst volley, the aim was too 
high, we could observe the planes of the acroplane 
lifting upwards. If the shots were falling short, the 
lateral planes would droop. When, however, the 
range would be found so exactly that shellg were burst- 
ing among us, the aeroplane would remain floating like 
a huge vulture, whetting its appetite upon the feast 
in prospect yet patiently waiting until it knew that 
death had surely come.” 


The news dispatches have been full of stories about 
the haps and mishaps to aeroplanes. As early as Sept. 
26 there came news of a German scouting machine 
which had fallen within the British lines at Lille, 
France, at a time when it was vital for Germany to 
know what disposition was being made of forces on the 
French interior far back of the lines of advance. 


The very next day refugees from Mons declared that 
the German artillery fire was being guided by aero- 
planes. As early as Sept. 1 news dispatches reported 
that Belgians were greatly cheered at the sight of French 
aeroplanes sailing over Brussels and dropping pamphlets 
which bade the citizens be of cheer as deliverance was 
at hand. On that same day a French aviator was sail- 
ing over the German lines at a height of 1800 feet,-when 
his machine was hit by a bullet and he was compelled 
to volplane into the French 'ines and report upon his ob-

N the aerial service of the German army 
| and navy the standing of each airman 
is based strictly on his efficiency as 
demonstrated day by day, and to this, more 
than to any other feature, is attributed the 
high degree of efficiency to which this 
service has been brought.

M. Chevillard, a French aviator, who went too far 
afield on the following day, was compelled to descend 
within the German lines, where he was made a prisoner. 
A passenger, who was also a French staff officer, was 
captured. Upon his person were war maps which were 
considered of great value by the Germans. 
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As early as Sept. 2 German aeroplanes passed over ® 
Ostend, harbingers of the machines which later were 
to drop bombs upon that city. That same day a German 
aviator was winged over Cambria and brought down, 
but not until after he had dropped bombs which had de- 
stroyed a railroad bridge. Newspaper readers will still 
remember the tremor of fright into which Paris Was 
thrown early in September, when a German aeroplane 
flew over that city and dropped bombs. The French 
were considerably heartened, a day or two later, when 
two other hostile machines were brought down in Cham- 
pagne, later the scene of the great struggles along the 
Aisne and the Oise. 

While all this and more tas been shown as to the 
value of the aeroplane, much less can be said, thus far, 
of the Zeppelins, huge dirigible balloons, upon which it 
was said, before the war, that Germany would place her 
principal dependence. It must be admitted that the 
Zeppelin has shown nothing to compare with the value 
of its nimbler, heavier-than-air adversary. . 

The dirigibles can carry e2bout 7850 pounds in addi- 
tion to fuel and crew, can remain 30 hours in the air, 
can maintain a.speed of 51 miles an hour and can carry 
a crew of 28 men. But they are cumbersome and slow 
as compared to the aeroplane, cannot get so high and 
cannot be maneuvered with the same rapidity. 

Apparently none of the nations now at war realized 
the usefulness, or, at least, the practicability, of such 
engines of destruction. Germany is believed to have 
had 1000 aeroplanes at the beginning of the conflict and 
the allies together had more. If the war drags out 
for any considerable period, it is extremely probab!l: 
that its conclusion will see many more in service than 
there were at the beginnine.

ture can be perfumed to taste with a few drops of lav- 
ender, lemon, bergamont and clove essential oils. A 
hair restorer that is highly recommended is made thus, 
according to a formula of Mrs. Humphrey in the ‘Ladies’ 
Home Journal Girls’ Library’’: 
_ “Take of rosemary herb with roots two ounces and 
‘ break it up into small pieces; borax two tablespoonfuls; 
place in a jug or other suitable vessel and pour over a 
pint of boiling water; then cover the jug and let the 
contents steam near the fire, stirring occasionally. When 
coid, press out, pour off and bottle the clear liquor, to 
which add one ounce of glycerine, shaking well. This 
makes an excellent preparation, removing scurf and 
dandruff and keeping the skin healthy.” 

According to the same authority, an ounce each of 
hartshorn, chloroform and sweet almond oil, added to 
15 ounces of spirits of rosemary, is said to be a good

preparation for falling hair or grayness. It should be 
rubbed well into the head after a good brushing. 

For the eyelashes a good lotion is made by putting a 
few drops of hazeline in water. A solution of green tea 
is good for the eyebrows and warm salt water is as good 
a wash for the normal eyes as has ever been found. 
Red, tired eyelids can be helped by washing them in a 
quart of water in which a emall quantity of sulphate of 
zinc has been dissolved. 

A simple depilatory can be made by mixing thoroughly 
four pounds of quicklime and 104. ounces of orpiment. 
The powder should be preserved in tightly closed ves- 
sels. For use some of it can be made into a thin paste 
with water. It is to be applied with a brush to the hairs 
to be destroyed, but must not be allowed to touch the 
surrounding skin. It is poisonous and destructive to the 
skin and should be used with extreme care. 
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A wax pomade to stiffen the hair can be made by mix-~ 
ing four pounds of lard, 12 pounds of tallow and 6 
pounds of wax. For blond hair it is leit uncolored. 
For brown it is colored with umber and for black with 
bone black. The red pomade can be colored with alka- 
ret root, which is mascerated for some time witb the 
melted fat. 


A brilliantine to soften and gloss the hair can be 
made of glycerine and extract of jasmine or other 
flower in the proportion of two quarts of the latter to 
eight pounds of the former.

German empire, who was in command of the German 
center at the battles of Marne and Aisne. That the 
Count was taken prisoner is certain, for Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the British Admiralty, has sent 
a dispatch, through. United States Ambassador Gerard 
at Berlin, notifying Gen. von Buelow that his son is safe 
and unwounded, but a prisoner of war in England. 

One story is that Rousseau, lying wounded on the

He relieved the Count of 
his dispatch ‘case, his uniform, his sword and 165,000 
marks, which were given to the Red Cross fund. 

Corporal O’Brien took part in the memorable charge 
of the Ninth Lancers. English, under Capt. Grenfell, 
against a German battery at Mons—a charge which, in 
gallantry and number of casualties, has been compared

SPRAINED ankle is a painful

ankle is broken as well as 
sprained the condition is far more 
sérious..

ments amd muscles that a break may 
come im many ‘different places. 

One of the best reco:nized is call 
by the surgeons a Pott’s. fracture. To 
understand this a slight knowledge of 
the bones of the leg is necessary. From 
the knee down there are two bones, the 
fibula and the tibia. Powerful ligaments, 
called the interosseous ligaments, hold 
these together. The lower end of each 
of these bones bulges outward and down- 
ward, forming what are called the ex- 
ternal and the internal malleoli. Under 
jhe arch that these make is the bone 
‘called astragalus. Upon this bone the 
leg rocks backward ‘and forward as on a 
hinge. In this joint isa pad of ligament, 
and the bones are joined together by 
powerful ligaments. ‘ 

When the foot is suddenly and forci- 
bly bent over outward the external 
malleolus, at the lower end of the fibula 
—that boss you can feel on the outside 
of your ankle—is broken. Sometimes the 
internal malleolus—the corresponding 
boss on the inside of the ankle~—also is 
broken. The astragalus is forced up like 
a wedge in between the tibia and fibula. 
splitting or -tearing the interosseous 
ligaments. That is a Pott’s fracture. 
The surgeon can take the foot and wab. 
ble it- around any way. 

The way Dr. John R Murphy of Chi. 
caco heals such a wound is bv turnin 
the foot inward. reniacing the broken 
bones in exact apposition. boring a hole 
throveh the broken off matieolus up into 
the shaft of th® bone. inserting a steel 
wire nail into the hole. sninnine off its 
heed ond nvttine a single stitch of horse 
hair into-the skin where he’ has. cut it

Some, 
probably all, of the daughters of the 
color-blind father inherit the character, 
and although not themselves color-blind, 
they transmit it to some (probably, on, 
an average, half) of their offspring of 
both sexes. For since these normal 
sighted women have only received the 
color-blindness from one side of their 
parentage, only half their offspring, on 
an average, can inherit it.

Earth's Dense Central Core 
Is Proved by Earthquakes 


HE very latest answer to the im 
memorial question, “What is in- 
side the earth?” is furnished by 
earthquakes, or, more correctly, 

by a deep student of such shocks of the 
earth’s crust. And his answer seeems so 
reasonable and it fits in so well with 
all known phenomena, that it is accepted 
by scientific men as the best yet offered. 

In his opening address before the 
Section on Geology of the British Asso- 
ciation at its recent meeting in Australia, 


It must be said -that color-blind wom- 


en are rare. Prof. Bateson’s address 
laid special emphasis on the truth that 
no Man possesses any feature, physical, 
mental or otherwise, that he has not 
directly inherited, except, of course, pure 
ly acquired characteristics, and these 
cannot be transmitted to his descendants. 


Facts About the Origin 
of Coal — 


OAL has given to the world sev- 
eral hundred thousand com- 
pounds, most of which are of 
great value. Fer coal contains 

carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, sul- 
phur, phosphorus and the halogens. It 
sometimes even contains gold and fra- 
dium. Among the.materials mentioned 
by Dr. Louis Cleveland Jones in an ad- 
dress as obtained from coal are acid 
hases, alkaloids, gums, varnishes, solv- 
ents, sugars, saccharine, stuffs as bitter 
as saccharine is sweet, disinfectants, 
dye stuffs of brilliant hues, stimulating 
and sleep producing drugs, healing medi- 
cines and violet poisons, vile odors and 
pleasing perfumes. 

Coal, according to Dr. Jones, was 
formed by the vast forests of giant 
trees that luxuriated upon the earth 
when its atmosphere was full of steam 
and contained from two to five per cent 
of carbonic acid gas, against the 0.03 of 
.1 per cent it contains now. 

The total coal deposits of the world 
are about 15,000 billion tons. It took 
in formation about 11,000 billion tons of 
carbon from the air, leaving us only 
about 660 billion tons, but six per cent 
of the original total. “In other words,” 
said Dr. Jones, “no more coal could have 
been deposited beeause the raw material 
was practically used up.” 

If a time shall arrive when the minut- 
est amount more of carbon dioxide will 
be absorbed from the air—by the decom- 
position of granite, for instance—not 
enough will be left to sustain plant life, 
and the earth will become a dead world. 

There is about 7400 billion tons of 
minable coal in the world. If the pres- 
ent increase of rate of consumption keeps 
up, this will be exhausted in 250 years. 
But long before that time its price will 
have become prohibitive. 

Each different kind of coal—peat, lig- 
nite, semi-bituminous, bituminous, gas 
coal, smokeless coal, semi-anthracite, 
anthracite, graphite, diamond—repre- 
sents onby “a different step in nature's 
slow process of converting the vegeta- 
tion so necessary to our modern civili- 
gation.” 

The earth’s crust is a vast retort and 
in its work of carbonizing vegetation’ it 
saves us the by-products in the form 
of asphalt, bitumen, petroleum and nat- 
ural gas.

to obtain X-ray pictures of the

- Figuring the Temperature of 
the Sun at 6000 Degrees 


W hot is the sun? The question 
has been answered in many dif- 
ferent ways, and it is by no 


means certain that we have yet 
arrived at an even approximately ac- 
curate answer. Yet it would seem that, 
as the sun is the only source of the 
earth’s heat and, as we know the exact 
distance of the sun, it ought to be easy 
to calculate his heat. That is what New- 
ton thought in 1680 when, finding that 
a thermometer registered 65 degrees 
Centigrade in the sun and 29.44 degrees 
Centigrade in the shade, and applying the 
law of the square of distance he an- 
nounced that the sun’s heat was 1,669,300 
degrees Centigrade! 

In 1837 Sir John Herschel and Pouillet 
devised special instruments for measur- 
ing the solar heat, but at the very be- 
ginning disagreed on a fundamental 
question. Pouillet wanted to estimate 
that the earth’s atmosphere cut off half 
the sun’s heat; Herschel insisted that it 
cut off only one-third. Herschel reached 
the conclusion that the sun’s heat was 2 
calories per square centimeter per min- 
ute. Pouillet caleulated it at 1.7633 
calories per square centimeter per min- 
ute. This means that the sun’s rays 
falling vertically upon each square centi- 
meter of the earth’s surface would be 
sufficiently powerful, if it were not for 
their absorption by our atmosphere, to 
raise 1.7633 grammes of water one degree 
Centigrade per minute. This number is 
what astronomers call the solar constant. 

Pouillet’s figures—1.7—were generally 
accepted until recently. Forbes by ex- 
periments at the top and at the base of 
a high mountain calculated that 2.85 was 
the correct number. Violle made it 2.54 
and Cova asserted that it was certainly 
superior to 2 calories per square centi- 
metere per minute. 

The American, Langley, invented the 
bolometer, by means of which he meas- 
ured the intensity of each ray by the 


‘length of its wave before entering our 


atmosphere. Thus he proved that the 
rays of shortest length are those that 
are most absorbed. It is as if we placed 
two red giasses between ourselves and 
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the sun, one representing the sun's at- 
mosphere and one representing our own. 

The Abbe Moreux, director of the 
Bourges Observatory, declares in an 
article in Cosmos that if these two at- 
mospheres were eliminated and we could 
see the sun as he really is he would ap- 
pear to be a brilliant greenish blue. 

Langley’s calculations placed the solar 
constant at about 38. He proved that 
scarcely 60 per cent of the sun’s rays 
penetrated to sea level. 

Other observérs obtained other figures. 
and at the beginning of this century. the 
tendency was to return to those an- 
nounced by Herschel and Pouilet. 

It is certain that the earth intercepts 
only about one two-billionth part of the 
actual heat of the sun, but if we adopt 
Langley’s figure, 3, we find that the frac- 
tion of heat received would be sufficient 
to melt annually a layer of ice 222.75 
feet thick at the equator of the earth. 
The average power received from the 
sun over the entire earth is equal to 
154,464,000 kilogrammeters a year or one 
continuous horse power for every 1.72 
Square meters. The greater part of this 
heat is used up in keeping the earth 
warm, but, according to Helmholtz, about 
a thousandth part of it is absorbed by 
animals and vegetables and becomes an 
abundant reserve of energy for the hu- 
Man race. 

If we accept the more recent figures, 
which are the result of the calculations 
of Messrs. Abbott, Fowle and Aldrich at 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washing. 
ton, and call the solar constant 2 cal- 
ories per square centimeter per minute, 
the results are scarcely less striking. 

If the total heat could be applied to a 
block of ice at 0 degrees Centigrade as 
thick as the earth—8000 miles—this 
would be entirely melted in a quarter 
of an hour. All the water thus obtained 
would be turned to steam at 100 degrees 
Centigrade 117 minutes later, the whole 
operation from ice to steam having taken 
only two hours and 12 minutes. 

The most recent estimate of the tem- 
perature of the sun’s surface is between 
6000 and 7000 degrees Centigrade. 
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A seismograph situ- 
ated at A, distant 120 degrees of arc, records first the 
waves that go straight through the earth, and these 
reach tt at a speed of siz kilometers a second. Then it 
gets the waves that pass around through the hetero- 
geneous crust of the earth, which travel et about three 
kilometers a second. A siesmograph at B, distant 150 
degrees of arc from the earthquake center, receives the 
direct waves at a speed of only four and a half kilo- 
meters a second, showing‘ that they have passed through 
some mass of matter which has refracted or retarded 
them. This gives rise to the hypothesis of an exceed 
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hypotheses, this was the nearest ap- 
preach to actual observation. 

When an earthquake takes place deli- 
cate instruments called seismographs 
record it at distant points. “Some of the 
waves sent forth from an earthquake 
center travel through the earth and 
some travel round by its superficial crust, 
the former reaching the distant seismo- 
graph before the latter,” said-Sir Thomas 
Holland in his address. The seismograph 
records prove that the waves passing 

' through the earth are 
of two kinds, traveling 
at two different speeds. 
So there are three well- 
marked phases of an 
earthquake shock, the 
third of which is that 
of the waves passing 
through the _  earth’s 
crust. These have an 
average speed of three 
kilometers a second, as 
proved by the length of 
time elapsing between 
the shock and the mo- 
ment of its recordmg. 

The waves producing 
the second and third 
phases travel at a speed 
that increases with the 
distance, but only up 
to a certain point— 
namely, 120 degrees of 
arc from the _  earth- 
quake’s center. 

— @ Aas: a 
sumed,” continued Sir 
Thomas, “that the 
waves giving rise to 
the first and second 
phases in each distant 
seismographic record, 
by following approxi- 
mately along the chord 
of the arc between the 
place of origin and the 
instrument, pass 
through deeper layers 
of the earth when the 
seismograph is farther 
away, the material at 
greater depths being 
presumably more elastic as well as 
denser. 

“But Oldham has shown that when the 
seismograph is as much as 150 degrees 
from the earthquake center there is a 
remarkable decrease in the mean ap- 
parent rate of propagation of the waves 
giving the second phase in the record, 
from more than six to about four and a 
half kilometers a second. There is also 
a drop, although nct nearly so marked, 
in the apparent speed of the waves of 
the first phase when transmitted to a 
seismograph 150 degrees or more distant 
from the earthquake origin. 

“Oldham concludes that this decrease 
of apparent rate for waves traveling 
through the earth to places much more 
than 120 degrees distant is due to their 
passing into a central core, four-tenths 
of the radius in thickness, composed of 
matter which transmits the waves at a 
markedly slow speed. Thus the earth: 
quake waves which emerge at a distance 
not greater than 120 degrees from their 
origin do not enter this central core, 
while those which pass into the earth 
to a greater depth than six-tenths of 
the radius are supposed to be refracted 
on entering, and again on leaving, the 
postulated ecore, in which the rate of 
transmission of an elastic wave of distor- 
tion is very much slower than in the 
main mass of the earth around. In con- 
sequence of the refraction of these waves 
on passing through the central (Core, 
places situated at about 140 degrees from 
an earthquake origin should be in par- 
tial shadow, due to the great dispersion 
of the distortional waves, and the few 
records made so far by seismographs thus 
situated with regard to great earthquakes 
show that there is either no, or at most 
a doubtful, record for the second phase, 
which is due to distortional waves. 

“If these observations be confirmed by 
further records, we are justified in as- 
suming that below the heterogeneous 
crust there is a thick shell of elastic 
material, fairly homogeneous to about 
six-tenths of the radius, surrounding a 
central core, four-tenths in thickness, 
which possesses physical properties ut- 
terly unlike those of the outer layers: 
for in this core the ‘distortional’ waves 
are either damped completely or are 
transmitted at very much lower speeds 
than in the shell.”
